all that had not signed. 

The bakers 
check on the various shops last night, 
but Charles F. Hohmann, chairman of 
the day work committee and one of the 
international officers, sald seventeen 
large plants and 600 smaller ones 
would be on the unfair list. He said 
that out of over'1,000 separate plants 
about 500 were expected or had signed 
the agreement, but this is disputed by 
the master bakers through their com- 
missioner, Frederick W. Job. 

Prepare for Weeks. 

Mr. Job said last night the seven- 
teen large bakers and about 840 
smaller plants were sticking together, 
having signed an agreement to that; 
effect. Both sides have not had time 
to check up on their figures of who 
was who. Hohmann said that roughly 
there were about 5,000 bakers in the 
city, 4,000 of them being members of 
the five local unions, while 1,000 were 


nonunion, and that about 1,000 union} 


bakers were on strike. 

Both sides have been preparing for 
the struggle for weeks. The bakers 
have raised a large fund, local No. 2 
having $90,000 in its treasury. The 
other locals have a considerable fund, 
while the international union has 
about $400,000. The master bakers 
have also raised a fund and both sides 
have been hurling page advertisements 
jn Various publications at the public. 

New Era—Propaganda. 

The bakers have undeftaken a 
propaganda appeal to the public to 
aid them, which marks a new era in 
labor fights. Both are determined to 
win and say that they will fight to 
thé last ditch.

Orlando Says 
Italians Will 
Yield Nothing 


FIUME, April 26, via Rome.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—A 
vast crowd, including the members 
of many organizations, escorted 
the national council, which visited 
Gen. Graziola today, to express the 
city’s determination to be annexed 
to Italy 


ROME, April 26.—[By the Asso- 
elated Press.j~Vittorio Orlando, the 
premiér, arrived in Rome this morn- 
ing from Paris. Im addressing the 
erowd which greeted him he said: 

“It is not time for fine language. | 
In the face of the world, which is 
judging us, we must have firmness 
and a calm, serene constience. 

“There are two questions. The first 
is whéther the government and the 
Italian delegates have faithfully in- 
terpreted the thoughts and will of the 
Italian. people.” 

The response was thunderous shouts 
of “ yes.” 

“I never doubted it,” continued the 
premier, “for I know the soul of my 
people, but confirmation was required. 
The first question is answered; Rome 
is consecrating our work. 

Gravity of Situation. 

“The second question is to estimate 
the gravity of the situation. But I do 
not ask you for an immediate reply. 
Let us not now consider what best or 
-most desirable can happen to our 
Italy, whose just and praiseworthy at- 
titude has provoked the admiration of 


live America! Down with Wilson!" 

“ We must show that we have taken 
the worst into consideration. After 
four years of unspeakable privations 
and sacrifices, we find ourselves faced 
with fresk sacrifices and privations. 
At this moment Italy is ready, and 


May, 1915. 
“Food Sappliies Failing.” 

“The decision must be a well consid- 
ered one. Food supplies are failing us, | 
but Italy, which has known hunger, 
has never known dishonor. I do not 
conceal from you the danger of this 
| very critical hour.” 

These words were received with in- 
tense enthusiasm, the people crying: 
“Death rather than betrayal of our 
brothers across the Adriatic!” and “We 
will face anything.” 

“TI am with you,” continued the pre. 
mier, “a brother among brothers, and 
also a chief who asks to obey and fol- 
low the will of the people. It may be 
that we shall find oursélves alone, but 
Italy must be united and have a single 
will. agtaly will not perish.” 

Crowd Hauls His Moter. 

Gen. Diaz and Sig. Barzilai of the 
peace delegates then spoke and were 
cheered by the soldiérs and sailors. 
Prince Colonna, mayor of Rome, assert- 
ed that there was complete solidarity of 
the people of Rome and of Italy with 
the-government. 

Premier Orlando, Gen. Diaz, Prinee 
Colonna, anid Sig. Barzilai entered mo- 
tor cars and a procession was formed 
which proceeded to the royal palace in 
Quirinal square. The passage through 
the streets was extremely slow, owing 
to the density of the crowds, which in- 
sisted on drawing the car occupied by 
Sig. Orlando. 

At the palace the party joi~ed the 
king, queen, and crown prince on the 
balcony, and the entire group was ac- 
elaimed with enthusiasm. 

No feeling antagonistic to Ameri- 
cans was shown, the whole demonstra- 
tion being a fervent manifestation in 
behalf of Italy’s claims. One Ameri.‘ 
ean Meutenant cheered the premier 
and the Italians nearby cheered the 
American, crying out “ Viva America.” 

Patriotic songs and all kinds of yells 
filled the air, with cries of “Viva 
Fiume!” and “ Dalmatia!” 

The city was decorated only with 
Italian flags. The Via Nationale was 
brilliant with Italy’s tricolor and only 
one foreign flag was to be seen; that 
was the British over the British army 
headquarters. 

Banners were displayed bearing the 
inscription: “Fiume, Dalmatia, or 
death.” 


Detroit Lays Plans for

Detroit, Mich., April 26~—Prelimi.- 
nary steps have been taken here, it 
was announced by Mayor James 
Couzens today, in a movement to hold 
a world’s peace exposition in Detroit 
in 1922 or 1923. v4.

PARIS, April 26.—[By the Associated 
Press.]—Premier Lloyd George of 
Great Britain and Premier Clemenceau 
of France approve fully of the position 
taken by President Wilson on the Ital- 
ian question, but they do not approve 
of the methods he used to obtain his 
object. 

The “council of three” present a 
solid front on the basic problems in 
the Adriatic, but Clemenceau and 
Lloyd George hoped that Mr. Wilson 
would withhold his public statement 
until further appeals could be made to 
the Italian delegation.

In the meantime it may be stated 
that President Wilson's copy of his 
Italian declaration bears the initials 
of Clemenceat: and Lloyd’ George.

Besides-this initialed approval of the 
British and French premiers, another 
written document exists which was 
prepared immediately after the issu- 
ance of the president’s statement, with 
a view to expressing approval and sup- 
port from the highest British official 
quarters. 

This fs not from Lioyd George, but 
from one able to speak with authority 
on foreign affairs. It is devoted chiefly 
to Fiume, examining t! question at 
length and concluding against the Ital- 
lan position and in support of the pres- 


ident. 
Regret Wilson’s Haste. 


Tre attitude of the British and 
French chiefs in regard to Mr. Wilson's 
“open diplomacy ” appeal to the public 
in regard to the Italian claims is shown 
in the following statement issued today: 

“The report that Premier Clemen- 
ceau and Premier Lioyd George ap- 
proved of President Wilson’s statement 
is inaccurate. The staternent was read 
to M. Clemenceau and Mr. Lioyd 
George, and President Wilson informed 
them that he intended to issue it. M. 
Clemenceau and Mr. Lioyd George 
were anxious that Mr. Wilson should 
postpone publication in the hope: that 
an arrangement might be arrived at.” 

With all this struggle and counter 
struggle, Mr. Wilson remains untired. 
Attendants said that after the confer- 
ence Mr. Lioyd George and M. Clemen. 
ceau appeared “completely tired out,” 
but the president wore his usual! buoy- 
Italy Still in Treaty. 
It is significant that the name of | | 
Italy has been included in the final 
draft of the peace treaty, indicating 
that the allies expect no change in 
Italy’s status as signatory of the treaty. 
The preamble, as drafted, contains a 
full Ust of allied powers which made 
war against Germany, with the names 
of the plenipotentiaries. It is in this 
list that Italy figures, with a complete 
list of the five plenipotentiaries, headed 
by Premier Orlando.

But this policy brought England into 
great danger for four years; our fleet 
being left. undisturbed remained as a | 
continual menace in support of the 
submarines and boats to whose welfare 
we could give our undivided attention.

The task that was given the grand 
fleet of England for these four years 
was an ungrateful one and was exe- 
cuted under the most difficult circum- 
stances and unfavorable weather in 
northern latitudes, as we, their ene- 
nies, ourselves must acknowledge. We 
also acknowledge their great endurance 
and splendid seamanship. But fear of 
putting the grand fleet into jeopardy 

pressed a seal of extraordinary caution 
upon its own employment as well as 
upon all thoughts and decisions of Jel- 
licoe. Fearing German torpedo boats, 
submarines, and mines, the British bat- 
tleship fleets were tucked away far up 
to the north, sometimes even on the 
west codst, and only came into the 
southern part of the North sea when 
it could reinforce smaller and lighter 
leets on some expedition or when work- 
ing out a tactical plan. In all this it 
kept so far away from our coast that 
meeting with our fteet—which might 
| possibly have resulted in defeat of the 
British—was sedulously avoided. - 


‘Did Not Seek Battle. 


The battle of Skagerrack was not a 
result of the deliberate intention of 
Jellicoe. It began because -he unex- 
pectedly met the German fleet, and dur- 
ing the night, when the first opportu- 
nity was presented, he drew his ships 
out and sailed back. We consider with 
justified pride the repeated bombard- 
ment of the English coast and numer- 
ous raids on the high seas which we, 
although the weaker of the two na- 
tions, made before and after the battle 
lof Skagerrack.

WHEN UMP IS BLIND 


Three Violations of Rules Not 
Noted by Arbiter Unless Op- |) 
posing Team Protests. 


BY BILLY EVANS. 


HERE are three violations of the 
playing code on which the um- 
pire makes no ruling unless the 
team in the field notices the er-/} 

ror, makes the play and appeals for a 
ruling. = 
No matter how tar a baserunner 
misses a base, no attention is paid to 
the matter unless the men in the field 
see the omission and some player gets 
the ball and touches the runner who 
has missed the base with the ball, or 
holds it on the base he failed to touch, 


On all fiy balls that are caught, a 
baserunner to have the right to ad- 
vanee must hold his base until the bal] 
strikes the hands of the fielder making 
the play. | 
Often a baserunner leaves his base 
several steps in advance of the catch. 
If no member of th. team in the field 
notices the error the umptre forgets it. 
However, if some one makes a play on} 
the runner and touches the base he 


On all batting out of order plays, the 
umpire pays no attention to the tan; 
gle, unless the team in the fleld notices 
the mixup, and calls the attention of 
the umpire to the fact, before a ball

“I have received information,” At-, 
torney Orvis stated, “that some such 
offer to Secretary Emmerson was 


made, but I am not ready as yet to 
make public the source of my informa- 
tion.” 

Representative Howard was ques- 
tioned by Judge Landis regarding the 
circumstances surrounding his intro- 
duction of Judge James Hayes of Tulsa, 
Okla., general counsel for the oil com- 
pany, and Col. E. C. Lott of De Kalb, 
one of the principal promoters, to Wal- 
ter Flint, chief of the “ blue sky” divi- 
sion of Secretary of State Emmerson’s 
office at Springfield.

They are moving 325 cars of grain a day 
and brought in 663,000 bushels of corn 
during the laSt wee, or one-third of the 
total receipts of 1,578,000 bushels. Other

CONSCIOUSNESS. 

The middle west needs the development of a 

« middle western consciousness. Out of such a middle 

1 western consciousness would come middle western 

achievement. This would be good not only for the 

middle west but for the entire country. The 

Mississippi Valley association which has been 

meeting in Chicago, with notable results, will de- 
velop this consciousness. 

There is a New England consciousness, an At- 
- lantie consciousness, southern consciousness, and 

Pacific coast consciou_ness. The Atlantic cemscious- 
. ness centers in New York. It is a port conscious- 

ness, valuable for what it receives, but, we think, 

less American than the middle west, because it is 

a port of entry. When it looks east it looks toward 

Europe. It is a center of culture modified by what 

it receives. Its sympathies go partly eastward 

In going eastward they are influenced by -foreign 
. considerations. In being so influenced they become 

less American. 

The south has a sectionalism which is a remnant, 
: possibly an unavoidable remnant, of the ‘sectional- 
| ism which produced war. It ts powerful politically. 
. Whenever the Democratic party is in power this 
, Sectionalism is successful and, in many questions, 
dominant. The Pacific sectionalism is the product 

of distance, of deserts and mountains. 
It is not aggressive politically—as the eastern 

* and southern sectionalism is. It is largely content 
| to run in its own cage as a squirrel, but it is as- 
sertive and it has asserted itself against the se 
curity of the whole country—as it did in the Jap- 
anese issues, a defiant minority the ma- 
jority in jeopardy. 

In developing a middle western eonsciousnees, as 
is being done, we do not want to develop a paro- 
| chialism which will be self-centered to the detri- 
| ment of Americanism, but which will develop the’ 
middle west as the focal point of Americanism. 

Hereabouts we want a fair deal because we are 
entitled to it. We are entitled to the development 
gf of our waterways, and if organization is necessary 
to obtaining what wemeed we need organization. 

This is the heart of America. In whichever di- 
rection we look we look towards American terri- 
tory. We look towards states of the American 
union. The lake and river country, the corn and 
ij. wheat country, is the soul and heart of the Amert- 
can nation and it can properly develop its con- 
, scilousness—not in antagonism to any other region, 
in full sympathy with every other region, not 
-seeking to take from another region what belongs 
to that region, but merely seeking to stimulate 
American nationalism by developing its own con- 
sciousness and to strengthen the nation by 
strengthening itself.

COL. SANBORN. 


The career of Col. Joseph B. Sanborn of the 131st 
infantry (the old ist Illinois) is of special interest 
to the people of Chicago not only because of his 
unusual qualities as a man and a fighter, but be-! 
cause of his long connection with the Illinois na- 
tional guard, which he entered as a private nearly 
forty years ago. We are gratified to learn, there- 
fore, that he has just been presented with the Dis- 
tinguished Service cross by Gen. Pershing. Col. 
Sanborn had already been awarded the Belgian 
Order of Leopold, the French Croix de Guerre, and 
the British Distinguished-Service order. 

These decorations, representing military achieve- 
ments of a high order, are in a sense the fruition of 
a lifetime of devotion to his country. We know 
that no section of the country has a monopoly on 
patriotism and heroism, but we can take a pardon- 
able pride in pointing to the achievements of the 
men from the middle west, among whom Col. San- 
born {s a conspicuous figure. ~ 

Col. Sanborn ts typically and intensely Anes 
ican. Early. in 1916 when the Mexican outrages had 
stirred the country he said: “ American citizens are 
being treated like dogs in foreign countries. I 
have been in Mexico recently and was insulted on 
the streets. . . . I stand firs? and last for a pol- 
icy that will make Americans safe anywhere on the 
face of the globe. If they are molested in their 
pleasure or occupations tt is the duty of the Amer- 
ican government to resent it and back up its pro- 
test to the limit, no matter what the limit may be.” 

It was this same feeling that led him to enter 
the national guard years before. His promotion 
was rapid. Within six years he was elected cap- 
tain, and five years afterward he was elected major. 
He took an active part in the Spanish-American 
war, serving with the regiment in the a be- 
fore Santiago. 

But the present war gave him his greatest oppor- 
tunity to prove his mettle, though he is now more 
than 60 years old. He was one of the few older offi- 
cers of the guard to survive the exacting physical 
tests that were imposed, and, as subsequent events 
showed, no younger man displayed more vigor and 
determination. 

The full story of how the 131st distinguished it- 
self under Col. Sanborn’s command will not be told 
until the war department has compiled and released 
the records. We know they fought at Hamel, at 
Chipilly ridge, in the Albert sector and in the Ar- 
gonne. It was his action at Chipilly ridge, where 
he personally led his forces through heavy shell 
fire, which won for Col. Sanborn his principal mili- 
tary decorations. 

The American citation said: 
“After launching his attack he established his 


battle to a successful termination. The courage. 
and determination of Col. Sanborn, despite his ad- } 
vanced age of 62 years, were remarkable to all 
under his cofmmand.” 

One of his friends, Capt. Dwight farting. made 
this comfent in a private letter: 

“His own brigade commander (American) said 
he didn’t know whether the damned old fool ought 
to be court martialed or decorated, as he complied 
with an impossible order from British headquarters 
and went in and ate the boche alive without ma- 
chine guns andea part of his automatic rifles which 
could not be got up on time. It is a great finish 
for his military career.” 

. And his men felt the same way about it. 
a Say, if you were fighting under a man like Col. 
Sanborn, our commander, you couldn’t help pitch- 
ing in with every drop in your'body,” said a ser- 
gednt who was invalided home. “Do you know 
what Col. Sanborn did at Chipilly ridge when our 
outfit was so badly shot up? We were up there 
with nothing to eat or drink for a couple of days 
until Col. Sanbern personally brought rations on 
his back under the most terrific fire I ever experi- 
enced. Who wouldn't fight like the devil under a 
commander like that?” 

Col. Sanborn in a high degree typifies the qual- 
ities which characterize our soldiers, — officers 
and men.

The medical department of the United States army 
and navy has again made a great record in patrict- 
iam and efficiency. A general call'upon it in a 
supreme national crisis that came suddenly has 
met with an amply satisfactory response. It has 
also been, more notably than ever, a heroic re- 
sponse. Though works of mercy call the doctors to 
the field the shifting tides of battle often expose 
them to the most serious personal dangers. In an 
army driven back by a heavy general onslaught there 
is no place of safety in the immediate rear where 
the wounded are gathered and the surgeons and 
their assistants are busy to thé limit.

HE report of the provost marshal 
general on first draft gave the 
country considerable of a jolt. We 
discovereti that the draft physicians 
had rejected over 28 per cent of the men 
Siven a physical examination and that 
the army surgeons had rejected about 6 
per cent more when the men were ¢xain~- 
ined in camp. 

The report disclosed that the physically 
defective were found in about the same 
proportions in the city and country. The 
worst showing was made by the upper 
New England states, and the best by the 
tler of states west of the Mississippl 


| river and east of the Rocky mountains. 


The conditions disclosed were not new 
te the sehoo!l boards and health depart~- 
ments which had been. making examina- 
tions of schoo] children, but to the bal- 
ance of the population thay were shock- 
ing as well as surprising. 

The provost marshal general's report 
on the second draft is now available. 
This draft, made several months after 
the first one, in addition te cleaning up 
the age period, 21 to 31, extended in both 
directions well beyond the age limits of 
the first draft. The number who regis- 
tered was a little short of 10,000,000. Of 
these 6,750,000 were excused from physi- 
cal examination for one reason and an- 
other. It is altogether probable that the 
physical disability rate was higher gmong 
the two-thirds excused than it was among 
the one-third examined, | 

The difference in the age iimits of the 
two drafts is not the only reason for 
making comparison difficult, The stand- 
ards were not the same in the two tests, 
being lower in the second than in the 
first. In the second draft the men were 
placed in four classes, one of which was 
for full military duty, one for no mili- 
tary duty, and two were accepted for 
modified or limited military service. Nev- 
ertheléss, some comparisons are possible, 
and, what is more important, ft will be 
possible to consolidate the two reports 
and thus gain the best insight Into phys- 
ical conditions of the population that 
has ever been possible or that may 
ever be. 

What we have is this: About 5,000,000 
young men—drawn from every section 
of the country in about the same pro- 
portion, drawn from whites, Negroes, 
Asiatic, Scandinavian, Italian, Irish, Bal- 
kan, and all other resident stock—have 
been examined according to the same 
general standards by somewhat stand- 
ardized examiners and all the data as- 
sembled in one central office for study. 

Now, we have these two reports sepa- 
rately issued and each analyzing consid- 
erable of the information contained with- 


a fair picture of conditions, 

The 3,208,446 men examined were divid- 
ed into groups A, B, C, and D. Group A 
embraced 2,259,027 mem found -vigorous 
and without any physical defect which 
might interfere with the full perform- 
ance of military duties. 

In group B were placed 88,436 men 
who had certain defects, diseases and ab- 
normalities susceptible of rather easy 
cure. This group was known as “ de- 
ferred remediable group.” 

In group C were placed 839,377 men 
who were physically substandard and not 


equal to work in connection with the mill- 
tary establishment of a sort not imposing 
great physical strain. 


In group D were placed 521,616 men 


with defects which unfitted them for mili- 
tary service. 


Those who read the report of the pro- 
vost marshal general on the first draft 
will recognize the difference in the classi- 
fication and will see the difficulty in mak- 
ing comparison. The fact that a man is 
in class D did not mean that the man 
was due to die in a short while or that 
he was a bad insurance risk or that he 
was incapable of doing anything. It 
meant that no amount of training, drill- 
ing, or setting up exercises could make 
him into soldier material such as was 
held to be standard for our army. 

The report shows that 70.41 per cent of 
the men examined were free from marked 
and disqualifying defects and that 29.51 
per cent were not. ‘a 

Oklahoma had the smallest percentage 
of rejections, 78; District of Columbia 
was second; South Dakota, Wyoming, 
Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, Delaware, 
Arkansas, Alabama, New Hampshire, 
Ohio, Iowa, and Louisiana follow in the 
order named. Arizona brings up the rear 
with a rate of 34.9, more than three 
times that of Oklahoma, Other states 
making notably poor showings were: 
Rhode Island, 28.67; Michigan, 28.88; 
Washington, 22°83; Vermont, 23.65; Colo- 
rado, 21.94; California, 21.66, and Con- 
necticut, 20.79. The other states ranged 
in between, 

The poor showing made by the health 
resort states of the southwest has caused 
a good deal of discussion. For instance, 
a good deal of lung trouble was: found 
among those examined from Arizona. 
Most of those found with lung trouble 
were found to have been natives or else 
persons who had not gone to Arizona for 
lung trouble. Many, however, had gone 
there with parents or as members of fam- 
flies in which there was consumption.

‘LESSON FROM THE SECOND DRAFT. : 


These facts are cited to show how 
many questions this inventory of the 
physical condition of the population 
opens up. 

In thé first draft the country bad as 
high a proportion of rejections as the 
cities. That was not true of this second 


draft. In a selected group of rural) re-. 


gions the rejections were 16.89 per cent. 

In a Hke number of urban regions select- 

ed as being otherwise comparable the 

rejections were 21.68 per cent. The re 

ag for tir two groups combined 
were 19.28 per cent. 


There were 2,749,608 whites examined, of 
whom 1,916,750, or 69.71 per cent, were 
accepted in group A, as compared with 
458,838 colored examined, of whom 342,- 
377, or 74.6 per cent, were accepted in 
group A. However, the percentages going 
into group D were about the same—16.08 
white to 17.82 colored, the difference being 
slightly tn favor of the whites. The 
poorer showing of the whites was com- 
posed of the large relative préportion 
going into group C—group © whites, 
11.34; group C colored, 5.99. 

In a comparison between native stocks 
and alien stocks the natives came off the 
better. However, the comparison does 
not seem to have been dependable.

nately native and others which were pre- 
dominately alien. The percentage of re- 
jections among the men from the predom- 
inately alien communities was 17.14, as 
compared with 13.64 from the native com- 
munities. 

A comparison between the men 21 to 80 
years of age and those of age 21 showed 
that the younger men had the best of it. 
The group D rejections percentage 
among age 21 was 9.93; among age 21 
to 81, 17.47. 

Of 467,694 men rejected, 2,001 were 
thrown out because they used drugs of 
some sort, principally alcohol and opium. 

The principal cause of rejection was for 
disease of the heart and blood vessels— 
13.07 per cent. Diseases of the heart are 
now the chief cause of death in the United 
States registration area, but we needed 
this report on this draft to teach us how 
important was this subject among young 


men. The second most frequent cause of | 


rejection was disease of the bones and 
joints—12.35. Rheumatism and its causes 
and effects should be given more atten- 
tion. 

The eyes came third w'th a record of 
49,801 rejections, or 10.65 per cent. 

Tuberculosis was fourth with 40,533 re- 
jections. This suggests the inquiry, How 
will we find beds for these 40,000 young 
men in addition to the other thousands 
sick with the disease? Under weight, 
‘under height, obesity, poor physique, poor 
muscles—a combination of all of that 
group termed in the classification “ de- 
velopmental defects,” caused 39, 366 rejec- 
tions, or 8.36 per cent. 

That the teeth caused so few rejections 
—14,793, or 3.16 per cent—was. because. 
moderate teeth defects were remedied by 
gratuitous work done by dentists out of 
the army and by army dentists.

diseases and defects more than 25 per 
cent above the general average. The 
states having tuberculosis above the aver- 
age rates were Arizona, Colorado, Con- 
necticut, Indiana, Maryland, Minnesota, 
New Hampshire, North Dakota, Utah, 
Washington, and Wyoming. New Hamp- 
shire had the worst record. 

The states having poor heart disease 
records were Michigan, Montana, Utah, 
Virginia, and Washington. Michigan's 
record was the worst. The records as to 
thyroid trouble, Including goiters, ranged 


. from .2 in Florida and Nevada to 4.6 in 


Wyoming and the District of Columbia. 
The states with high thyroid rates fol- 
lowing behind the two mentioned were 
Idaho, 4; Missouri, 3.9; West Virginia, 
8.6; South Dakota, 3.6; Washington, 3.2; 
Michigan, 3.1; Pennsylvania, 3; Virginia, 
2.8; Oregon, 2.7; Ohio, 3.7, and Illinois, 
3.7. 

Other very low states fn this particular 
are Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, Georgia, Louisiana, Maine, Mas- 
sachusetts, Mississippi, New Hampshire, 
Oklahoma, South Carolina, and Texas. 
This table indicates that there is some

THE JAPANESE IN CALIFORNIA. 
Oakland, CaL, April 20.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—Your recent editorial on “ The 


need of some information. 

California has more Japanese residents 
than any other state, and our Asiatic 
population consists of them and 4. less 
number of Chinese. 

Persistent repetition of statements that 
are not true have thoroughly misinformed 
eastern people about our local situation. 
A vast majority of our Aslatics are en- 
gaged in agriculture. I am a farmer and 
speak from many years of experiente 
here. Before the war we had a great 
shortage of farm labor and that condition 
has ‘not been improved by the end of 
the war. 

The Japanese are skillful farm laberers, 


of crops. The Chinese, also skillful, are 
not the equals of the Japanese as variety 
farmers. Both classes have long been 
paid the highest farm wages paid in the 
United States, double what white farm 
workers get tn Illinois. There is no such 
thing as cheap Asiatic labor here. On 
my own ranch last year I paid Chinese 
farm laborere $75 per month and board, 
costing me $100 per month per man. 
Why? Because white men will not for 
any wage do the kind of work required 
in the production of our principal food 
crops, which we now export, but used to 
import for our own consumption. With- 
drawal of dur Asiatic farm labor would 
reduce us again to the importation of 
our own food.’ 

So you will see that instead of under- 
selling American labor they overse!l it. 
When our legislature in 1913 proposed 
to penalize the leasing of land to the 
Japanese there rose such a storm of pro- 
test from the farmers of the state that 
the governor and the legislature had to

Lenine. Tells Bolshecist Aims. 


BY FREDERICK A. SMITH. 

{Chieage Tribune Fereign News Service.] 

ROTTERDAM-—[Special Corre- 
spondence.J-—-The Tribune, a bolshe- 
vik newspaper, has published a letter 
from Lenine, the Russian soviet leader. 
The letter is addressed to the workmen 
of Europe and America, and is as fol- 
lows: 


“Comrades: At the end of my letter 


of Aug. 20, 1918, addressed to the Amer- 
ican workmen, I stated that we are-ac- 
tually in a beleaguered fortress and 
shall remain so as long as the Interna- 
tiona] Socialist revolution does not 
come to the resdue. I added that the 
workmen will break with their social 
traitors, Gompers and Renner. The 
workmen are going gradually over to 
the communist bolshevik tactics. 

“ Since these words were written, five 
months have elapsed, and it is not to 
be denied that the development of the 
proletarian world revolution as re- 
gards communism and bolshevism has 
made great progress. 

Bolshevist Was First. 

“At that time, Aug. 20, 1918, our 
bolshevist party was the only one that 
had broken away for good from the 
second international. Our party alone 
chose a new road; from socialism and 
social democracy, which went hand in 
hand with the bourgeoisie, it went over 
to communism; from the low bourgeois 
reformation and opportunism it pro- 
ceeded to the real proletarian and revo- 
lutionary tactics. 

“ At present, Jan. 12, 1919, there ex- 
ists quite a series of communist prole- 
tarian parties, and not only in the 
countries that were attached to the em- 
pire of the czar, such as Lithuania, 
Finland, and Peland, but equally in 
western Europe, viz., Austria, Hun- 
gary, Holland, and finally Germany. 
When the leaders of the Spartacus 
union, such ag Liebknecht, Rosa Lux- 
enburg, Klara, Zetkia, and Franz Met- 
king, put an end to the union with.so- 
clalism and consequently with Scheide- 
mann and Sidekum, then commenced 
the real (revolutionary) third interna- 
tionale, the communistic internation- 
ale. 

Calls It Treason. _ 

“And it could not be otherwise in 
view of the base treason on behalf of 
mensheviki and social revolutionaries 
in Russia. The Renaudels and Vander- 
veldes in France and Belgium, the Hen- 
dersong and Webbs in England, and the 
Gompers in America, all of whom sup- 
ported the bourgeoisie in the world 
war. This war has been an imperial- 
ist reactionary predatory war, on the 
one side Germany and on the other the 
capitalists of England, France, I . 
and America, who are now fighting 
over the booty, viz., the dividing up of 
Russia and Turkey, of the African and 
Polynesian colonies, of the Balkans, 
eto.

Asks the Question. : 

“The revolution in Germany was of 
great significance because this country 
was one of the most capitalistic of all. 
The entire development of the revolu- 
tion in Germany, and especially the 
struggle with the Spartacides—that is 
to say, the real representatives of the 
proletariat—against the union of the 
Scheidemann-Sudekum group, who 
were h&and in hand with the bour- 
geoisie, points out how history has put 
Germany to the test by asking the 
question, ‘A soviet government, or a 
bourgeois parliament; and what form, 
National or constituent assembly?’ 

“This is a question of universal his- 
torical significance. This may and must 
be said without any exaggeration. The 
soviet government is the second step 
or phase in the development of the 
dictatorship of the proletariat. The 
first step was the Paris commune. The 
analysis of this Institution and the 
signification of commune given by 
Marx in ‘ Civil War in France’ say that 
this is a new type of government. 

“Every government, even ih the 
most democratic republic, has only one 
aim—the oppression of the one or the 
other class. The proletarian govern- 
ment strives to oppress the bourgeoisie, 
and for this reason all capitalists and 
proprietors side with this class as soon 
as they become aware of the danger 
of the proletariat. 

 @Oppresses Workmen. 

“ Any kind of bourgeois government, 
even in the most democratic republic, 
is nothing else than an institution that 
strives to oppress the great masses of 
workmen. This class merely represents 
a handful of spoliators. The Socialists, 
who combat for the liberation of the 
working class, make use of the bour- 
geois parliament as means of propa- 
ganda, agitation, and organization, and 
this as long as the fight goes on within 
the bounds of bourgeois community. 

“Now that the history of the world 
has placed before the nations the ques- 
tion respecting the annihilation Of this 
social order, the overthrowing and the 
oppressing of the exploiters, there is no 
doubt that treason of the proletariat 
signifies*siding with the hostile class, 
the bourgeoisie. 

“A certain weakness is to be ob- 
served in the bourgeois circles and on 
the part of the government of the en- 
tente. Some seem to think this means 
the sending over of allied troops to 
Russia who, supported by the White 
guards, will make an attempt to con- 
quer Russia. We think the example 
of the German troops in the Ukraine 
is quite sufficient to prove that this is 
the best way for introducing the pro- 
letarian revolution in the entente 
countries. 

“Others speak of an armed inter- 
vention in Russia, of an economic 
blockade (Clemenceau) and the over- 
throw of the soviet republic. The en- 
tire press in the service of the bour- 


geosie, that is to say, the French and 


English press, are mostly in the hands 
of great capitalists. All kinds of re- 
ports are to be read in this press with 
respect to the approaching degeneracy 
of the soviet republic. The terrors of 
famine and the chaos are described in 
the most mendacious manner. The 
White guards which the entente troops 
are supporting and supplying with am- 
munition and food, have cut off all 
communications, so that northern and 
central Russia are disconnected from 
the corn districts. 

“The misery of the famished work- 
men in St. Petersburg and Moscow is 
indeed very great. The working class 
has never suffered such privations and 
undoubtedly would not bear any long- 
er their sufferings if it were not con- 
vinced that it was serving Socialism, 
not only in Russia, but ‘all over the 
world. 

“ These have still power to 
Iynch the greatest leaders of the pro- 
letarian revolution, and increase the 
sufferings of the workmen in the con- 
quered countries. But the power, of! 
the whole capitalist class is not suffi- 
cient to stem the victories of the pro- 
letarian -revolution, the revolution 
which will release humanity from the 
capitalist yoke and will strive to avert 
any future menace, and thus avoid

N the city of Boston, Jan. 19, 1809, a son was born to 
| David and Elizabeth Poe. On March 1, 1809, in the 

village of Zelazowa-Wola, twenty-eight English miles 
from Warsaw, in Poland, a son was born to Nicholas and 
Justina Chopin (Chopena or Szop). The American is known 
to the world as Edgar Allan Poe, the poet; the Pole as 
Frédéric Frangdis Chopin, the composer. On Oct. 7, 1849, 
Edgar Poe died, poor and neglected, in Washington hos- 
Pital, at Baltimore, and on Oct. 17, 1849, Frédéric Chopin 
expired at Paris surrounded by loving friends, among 
whom were titled ladies. Turgenev has said there were 
at least one hundred princesses and countesses in whose 
arms the most wonderfyl among modern composers yielded 
up his soul. Poe and Chopin were contemporaries, and, 
curious coincidence, two supremely melancholy artists of 
the beautiful lived and died almost synchronously. 


My most enduring artistic passions are for the music 
of Chopin and the prose of Fiaubert. In company with 
the cool, clear magic of a Jan Vermeer canvas, that of the 
Pole an®@ Frenchman grazes perfection. But as a lad 


}| Chopin quite flooded my emotional borizon. I had conceived 


a fantastic comparison betweefi Poe and Chopin, and I con- 
fess I was slightly piqued when Ignace Jan Paderewski, 


‘not then Premier Opus I. of Poland, assured me that Chopin 


was born in the year 1810, and not the year earlier. 

The date chiseled on Chopin’s Paris tomb in Pére 
Lachaise—~a sad tribute to the mediocre art of Clésinger, 
who married Solange Sand—is, after all, the correct one, 
and this new date, which ts also the old, is inscribed on the 
Chopin memortal at Warsaw, Poland.

That prime old 

comedian, Billy Burton, the ideal Falstaff of his day; John 

Sartain, the engraver, and father of William Sartain, the 

painter; Judge Conrad, who could move his listeners to 

tears when he recited the Lord’s Prayer; the elder Booth, a 

noble tragedian much given to drink; Graham, the pub- 

lisher, and several others whose names have escaped my 
memory, composed this interesting group. | is 

In his memoirs John Sartain has written of Poe and of 
a certain wild midnight walk in Fairmount park. I remem- 
ber the elder Sartain as an infrequent visitor at our house, 
and I also remember how I hung on his words when he 
spoke of Poe. My father told me that Poe would become 
a raving maniac after a thimbleful of brandy, so sensitive 
was his cerebral mechartism: But other authorities contra- 
dict this theory. Poe had been often seen to toss off a 
tumblerful of cognac neat. Nah 

Last October and down in Atlantic City I met Mr. 
Hutzler, a well known merchant of Baltimore, a spry 
young octogenarian and a seasoned raconteur. He told me, 
and in a vivid manner, of seeing Edgar Poe and Junius 
Brutus Booth hanging on to the same lamppost, both help- 
lessly drunk at midday. This happened about 1845 as the 
boys, Mr. Hutzler among the rest, trooped out to dinner 
from the public school on Holliday street. Mr. Hutzler’s 
memory has a mirror-like clearness and he described the 
occurrence as if it had happened yesterday. Like irrever- 
ent achoolboys they surrounded the greatest living 
Shakespearean actor and the greatest American poet and 
mocked at them. 

Yes, Poe drank hard, it was a social custom of his day, 
and Father Mathew, when he came over from Ireland and 
organized the temperance movement that swept the coun- 
try, found plenty of abuses to reform. On his tours, and 
a speaker on the same platform, was my grandfather, 
James Gibbons, a poet, an ardent, even fanatical, teeto- 
taler, as they then hideously entitled the absurd movement, 
and later vice president of the Fenian brotherhood, of 
which James Stephen was head-center. I know it sounds 
incredible, and I haven't succeeded in effacing the blot in 
our ’scutcheon, but I have tried my thirstiest best. I don’t 
mean Fenianism as the blot, but the prohibition nonsense. 

We lived on North Seventh street, and twice a day on 
my trip to and from school I passed the house where Poe 
had lived during his sojourn in Philadelphia, from 1838 to 
1844. That house I should not have been able to locate 
today if my friend Christopher Morley (charming writer, 
with a rfame that recalls spacious Elizabethan times: Kit 
Morley? hadn’t discovered it. This house, in which Poe 
wrote “ The Raven” and “ The Gold Bug,” {s at the north- 
west corner of Seventh and Brandywine streets. Another 
critic friend, Albert Mordell, assures me that the old pear 
tree in the back yard still bears fruit for the present rest- 
dent, Mrs. Owens. The house is the rear building of an- 
other number 530 North Seventh street. Mr. Mordell sent 
me @ photograph which shows @ typical Philadelphia red 
brick structure with white shutters and marble steps. I 
have heard of other spots where Poe wrote “ The Raven,” 
Fordham among the rest, but as boys we told ourselves 
when we stared at the old building: “Poe wrote his 
‘Raven’ and ‘Gold Bug’ theref” It is something to re 
member in our piping times of hypocrisy and universal 
hatred of art, music, and. literature, i 


Chopin at all points; nevertheless, chronological coin- 

cidencies are.not the only comparisons that might be 
instituted without exaggeration. True, the roots of Cho- 
pin’s culture were more cosmopolitan, more richly nurtured 
than Poe's; the poet, like an air plant, found his spiritual 
suétenance from sources unknown to the America of his 
day. Of Poe's intellectual ancestry, however, we may 
form some conception, though his learning was not pro- 
found, despite his copious quotations from half-forgotten 
and recondite authors, Glanvil, for eyample. 

Nevertheless, the matchless lines, “ Helen, thy beauty is 
to me like those Nicéan barks of yore,” o « « were 
struck off in the fire of a boyhood passion. Chopin had a 
careful training under the eye of his Polish teacher Elsner; 
but who could have taught him how to compose his Opus 2, 
the Variations on Mozart’s “La ef darem ig mano”? Both 
Poe and Chopin were full fledged artists from the begin- 
ning, their indfvidualities and limitatigns sharply defined. 
Perhaps. th8 most exquisite music penned by Poe is this 
same “Helen,” while the first mazurka of Chopin stamps 
him as an original poet. In the later productions of these 
men there is more than a savor of morbidity. Consider the 

e 


Fantaisie-Polonaise, Opus 61, with its most musical, most 
melancholy cadences; or the F. minor mazurka, composed 
during the last illness of Chopin; a sick brain betrays itseif 
in the rhythmic insistence of the theme, a soul weary 
wherefore? 

In the haunting repetitions and harmonies of “ Ulalume " 
there is a poetic analogue. This poem, in which sense 
swoons into sound, possesses a richness of color~ and 
rhythmie accent that betoken the mentality of a poet 
whose brain is perilously unhinged. If alcohel produced 
this condition, then might a grateful world erect altars tv 
such a wondrous god of evocation. Prohibition has not 
thus far produced a Poe. But he wasn't the creation of 
either aicohol or drugs, though they were contributory 
causes; they prodded his cortical cells into abnormal activ- 
ity, made leap the neuronic filaments with surprising con. 
sequences. 

No, a profound cerebral lesion was the real reason wi). 
Poe resorted to brandy to soothe his exacerbated nerves. 
and not because he drank did he go to wrack and ruin. 
His “case” is like Baudelaire’s and E. T. W. Hoffmann’s:

Poe and Chopin fulfilled the Pater condi- 
tions during their brief sojourn on our parent planet. 
They ever burned with the flame of genius, and that flame 
devoured them. They were not citizens of moral repute. 
Nor did they accumulate “mortal pelf.” They failed to 
form habits, and, while the psychic delicacy of Chopin 
proved a barrier against self-indulgence of the gross 
sort, nevertheless he contrived to outrage social and 
ethical canons even in tolerant Paris. 
The influence of George Sand, her ascendency over his 
volition, worked evil and unhappiness. The delicate porce-

choir of self-lacerated and damned souls. | 
Fancy Poe and Chopin in New York in the prosaic 
atmosphere of those days! If Chopir. had not achieved 
artistic syccess at the Soirée of Prince Radziwill in Paris. 


1831, he would probably have gone to America, where 


he might have met Poe. He had declared his intention to 
leave Paris for New York, and his passport was visé: 
“passing through.” Poe and Chopin conversing! The 
idea is rather disquieting. Stendhal, not hoodwinked by 
Chateaubriand with his purple phrases and poetic visions 
of virgin forests and sweet Indian girls in an impossible 
Louisiana, declared that America was materialistic beyond 
hope of redemption. Talleyrand knew better. ; 
However, it was better for the artistic development of 
the Polish composer that he remained in the old world. 
Think of Chopin giving piano lessons to the daughters 
of the New-Rich at the fashionable Battery, and Poe 
encountering him at some conversazione—they had con- 
versaziones then—and propounding to him Heinelike ques- 
tions: Are the roses at home still in their flame-hued 
pride? Do the trees sing as beautifully as ever in the 
moonlight? Are hummingbirds and stardust—Francesca 
Astra—still as rare as ambergris? 
Chopin would have sympathized.

N sensibility the American was not inferfor to the Pole. 
Poe would have felt the “ drummed tears” in the play- 


ing of Chopin, and in turn Chopin would not have 
failed to divine the vibrations of Poe’s high strung nature. 
Both men were mystics, were seers. What a meeting 
that would have been; yet inevitable misery would have 
come to the Pole in unsympathetic New York. A different 
tale if Poe gone to Paris and enjoyed a meed of 


artistic success. Beaudelaire, who was born in April, 


1821, therefore a young chap in 1845, would have known 
him and, congenial souls, they would have gone to the 
devil quicker than apart. - 

Baudelaire and Poe! There’s a marvelous combination 
for you of fantasy, moonlight, rotten nerves, hasheesh, and 
alcohol! The fine flower of the genius of Poe might have 
bloomed more, fragrantly on French soil; perhaps with 
the added note of depravity not in his sexless creations, 
and so corroding a note in “Les Fleurs du Mal.” Who 
may dare say! But then we might not have had the sin- 
ister melancholia, so sweetly despairing, so despairing! 
sweet, that we enjoy in the real Poe. | 

The culture of Chopin was not of a finer stamp than 
Poe’s, nor was his range wider. In their intellectual sym- 
pathies both were rather narrow, though Intense to an 
emotional poignancy, and both were remarkable in mood- 
versatility. Born aristocrats, purple raiment became them 
well. Both were sadly deficient in planturous humor and 
the Attic salt that conserves the self-mockery of Heine. 
Irony they possessed to a superlative degree. Both cre- 
ated rhythmic beauty, evoked the charm of evanescence. 
A crepuscular art; the notations of twilit souls and the 
“October of the sensations.” Both were at their best 
in smaller artistic forms. When either one spreads his 
pinions for symphonic flight we think of Matthew Ar- 
nold’s interpretation of Shelley: “ beating in the void hi« 
luminous wings in vain.” Which phrase is truly of Mat's 
own making, yet somehow misses the essential Shelley. 

Poe and Chopin supremely mastered their intellectua! 
instruments. Artificers in precious cameos, they are of 
an artistic consanguinity because of their extraordinary 
absorption in the beautiful. 

Poe wrote in English, but was he as truly American 
as Hawthorne and Emerson were American? His verse 
and prose depict characters and landscapes that belong 
to No Man's Land, in that mystic region east of the moon. 
west of the sun. The American scene was unsympathetic 
to him, and he refused his life long to become even 
morally acclimated. His Eldorado is “ over the mountains 


of the moon, down the valley of the shadow.” His cr@.- . 


tions are bodiless; shadows of shadows, the incarnation of 
silence, set ferth in spectral speech. tniike any other 


native born writer, he sounds better tn a French garb: 


the Baudelair translations improve his style, and sté- 
phane Mallarmé has accomplished an almost miraculous 
transposition of “Ulalume.” (“The Raven”—Le Cor- 
beau "—by the same master I do not care for as much.

Just as the worker in the fac- 
tory who repeats endlessly one single 
operation becomes himself scarcely 
more than a machine, so the specialist 
in learning is in danger of becoming 
mechanical and intellectually narrow. 
Knowledge is useful only as it relates 
to h life, and the man whose 
kno lies in too narrow @ groove 
is in danger of getting out of touch 
with human life and of magnifying the 
importance of his own little patch of 
knowledge and of cultivating it in the 
same spirit that a man works puzzles 
or collects postage stamps. 

And what of culture? Universities 
are supposed to have something to do 
with culture.

BY HIGH SPEED. 


HENEVER a business flour: 
ishes there always spring up, 
as if overnight, dozens of cut 
rate sheps which sell similar 

products at such attractive ihgas that 
ready sales are made.. 

We have todayr over 100 legitimate 
tire manufacturers and of this number 
perhaps fifteen supply practically the 
whole industry and all motorists. The 
smaller ones remaining and the cut 
rate shops, the “seconds” shops, the 
retread shops, take care of what little 
business the legitimates do not handle. 
But that business is growing and each 
year new motorists and even thousands 
of old ones buy “cheap” tires. 

Buying cheap tires is like looking 
around for the cheapest doctor in the 
neighborhood when some one is dying. 
The value you get from a tire i@ ex: 
préssed in cost per mile, not in cost per 
tire. At the outset then let it be em- 
phatically stated that the best tire will 


—that the man who looks for cheap, 
cut rates, obscure make. tires, etc., can 
get them, but his cost per mile will 
usuallye-be higher than that of the 
owner ysing standard make first grade 
tires. 

In every large today there are 
along motor row and sometimes away 
from the .row shops which display the 
Slogan: “S$ dad makes 50 per cent 
off” or-someth of the sort.
